WASHINGTON~There is much specu- 
lation in congressional circles as to the 
ultimate result of the pending contro- 
versy between the Congress and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt over the use of secret 
service agents. 

There is no doubt of the depth of feel- 
ing aroused over the President’s ironical 
suggestion that congressmen do not want 
themselves and their actions watched, 
but there is still greater irritation over 
the knowledge that secret service detec- 
tives have-bheen on the trail of congrss- 
men and that the President evidently in- 
tends to continue that espionage. 

Members of both House and Senate do 
not believe that the President would have 
seid what he did in his message without 
appreciating that it would be resented 
and they hear that he is prepared to 
come back with disclosures of an unpleas- 
ant nature in case Congress becomes 
rude to him. 

Started with Land Frauds. 

The system of government watching 
over the public and private lives of con- 
gressmen began, or at least became evi- 
dent, during the land fraud trial several 
years ago. 

The committee named by the House 
to consider the matter is today at work 
on the subject of “How shall we rebuke 
the President.”

“It has been announced in American 
papers that the Amateur Athletic Union 
of the United States has appointed a 
committee with power to form an inter- 
national organization for the purpose 
of ‘discussing and_ deciding the time 
and place of the next Olympic games.’ 

“It is the business of the international 
Olympic committee to discuss such ques- 
tions, and we are to meet in Berlin 
May to decide where the fifth 
Olympiad is to take place. We all know 
that great efforts have been directed by 
a few American leaders, three times in 
10 years, against the international Olym- 
pic committee. But they have failed; 
and there seems to be no possibility of 
overthrowing the present organization.” 

On account of the unsettled relations 
between the sport-governing bodies of 
the United States and Great Britain, it 
is hardly likely that this country will 
make application for the games. Should 
the international committee, however. 
favor the United States, Pittsburg will 
trv for the honors.

Stripped of all immediate political and economic significance, 
this utterance stands as a powerful appeal in behalf of a real and 
enduring alliance between the people of the North and South. “A 
stronger, firmer and a more indestructible national unity,” it says, 
“is the keynote of the Southern Commercial Congress meeting in 
Washington this week’’-—a sentence which breathes a sentiment 
whose value, coming as it does from one of the foremost organs 
ef public opinion in the South, cannot well be overestimated. 
“Southern delegates have gone there with a message,” 1t continues. 
“It is that the South is determined to work in harmony with all the 
“states, not as a section, but as a part of a blended and homogeneous 
whole, toward a greater national prosperity.” 

Nothing that might be said could well be more broadly national, 
more genuinely patriotic, than this. But the message which the 
Southern delegates carried to Washington, as interpreted by the 
‘Atlanta Constitution, does not end there. “The South proposes,” it 
adds, “to be just as intimate and thoroughly blended a part of the 
nation politically, as it is agriculturally and industrially ; it wants the 
husks of the one no more than it does the other. If the Southern 
Commercial Congress helps toward a better and broader national un- 
derstanding of these things, it will perform a service of immeasur- 
able value, not only to the states therein represented, but to the entire 
nation.” And the declaration concludes: “The United States, indi- 
vidually and collectively, will grow the greater ‘as they. grow 
together ”

Lqually unjust would it be to 
assume that she is wanting in the higher class of public institutions. 
She already, indeed, possesses an art museum, which, however, it 
seems, 1s not a public institution in the true sense, and she also pos- 
sesses a fine arts school of reputation. | She has many private art 
collections, also, of a size and value which fix her place high among 
centers of American culture. 

This, perhaps, might be an opportune moment to make known 
to the general reader some facts about the metropolis of the South- 
west. St. Louis, to begin with, had a population of very nearly 
600,000 in 1900, and has a Million Population Club at present which 
is confident of having its fondest hope realized at a very early day. 
She had over 7,000 manufacturing establishments, employing 1 19,- 
000 men and turning out products to the value of $314,000,000 
annually in 1g00. She had at that time twenty-five banks and trust 
companies with a capital and surplus of $156,000,000. The real and 
personal property of her citizens then was assessed at $380,000,000. 
She is one of the greatest railway centers in the world, twenty-two 
great lines entering her Union Depot. In addition to her rail facili- 
ties, she commands over 6,000 miles of direct navigation by river. 
Her Kads bridge across the Mississippi is one of the greatest engin- 
eering works of the age. She has a splendid water supply system. 
She has a magnificent public park system. She is the home of 
Washington University, and scores of colleges and schools of the 
very best class. Her free public library contains 120,000 volumes, 
her Mercantile Library, 100,000 volumes, her University Library 
50,000 volumes, other libraries, of which there are a dozen, from 
5,000 to 25,000 volumes each. Her public buildings are costly and 
imposing, her old court house, built in the form of a Greek cross with 
a beautiful dome, having cost $1,500,000, her city hall, $2,000,000, 
her chamber of commerce $2,000,000 and her custom house and post 
of fice $6,500,000. 

St. Louis was founded February 15, 1764, by Pierre Ligueste 
Laclede, and was named in honor of Louis XV. of France. The 
older quarters of the city, partaking as they do of the characteristics 
of New Orleans, Montreal, Quebec and other French settlements, are 
extremely interesting. The modern portion of the city, which is by 
far the greater, is comparable in architectural beauty with any: dis- 
trict in any city of the world. 

St. Louis, like Boston, is conservative, but whatever epterprise 
she enters upon she carries out creditably, as the tens of thousands 
who visited her world’s fair will testify. Now that she has entered 
upon the creation of a public art museum, therefore, the step can 
only be regarded as one which has interest and importance for art 
lovers the country over.

will, and the effect would be to destroy his own fear, and to cenvince 
his captors that for their own sakes they should treat him with con- 
sideration. If one reads the records of successful missionary en- 
deavor he cannot fail to be interested in the results achieved by men 
who worked with their hands among primitive peoples, teaching them 
trom the beginning the methods in use among the civilized peoples, 
and demonstrating theiradvantages. Whereas the mere presentation of 
doctrine, or the teaching of theory without illustration of results by 
example has been entirely fruitless in the end. By such mere teach- 
ing men were not lifted into any sense that their lives were enlarged, 
or that they had become of greater value to others. This is, however, 
what every tradesman feels when he has learned to do well the special 
work of his choice. With a certain exultance he recognizes éh:at hie 
has a place in thevlife of the community by reason of his usefulness, 
that others may depend upon him for services which he can render 
well, and therefore with pleasure in the doing. So it has been said, 
“Blessed is the man who has found his work.” 


What shall we say about work which is not special and particu- 
lar, which does not require training and long effort before siill is 
achieved? How can quite ordinary work be glorified by the happi- 
ness which comes to the man who has demonstrated his usefulness? 
Here we must consider the motive with which work is done. There 
are many men to whom lite has brought disappointment, who feel 
sour and critical; some of them even talk of suicide as being the end 
justified by their experiences. But they have never really questione:i 
themselves as to their motive ‘for effort; if they did they would in 
all probability find that they were blindly seeking personal good from 
others instead of seeking to be of some good to others, and in that 
way seeking to learn what good really is; for it is in giving, rather 
than in receiving, that blessing 1s to be found. The dream of heaven 
to many expresses itself in the thought of. endless rest, eternal pas- 
sivity to pleasant feelings; and yet is it likely that happiness anywhere 
would be found in perpetual uselessness and inactivity? The dream 
of luxury on earth worked out by the selfish proves to be a hideous 
nightmare, from which men are constantly waking with the cry. 
“What must I do to be of some use in the world?” Since the ideal of 
the Son was to work to perfection the will of his Father, and “to 
finish his work,” he made us understand that the will of God obeyed 
brought out activity, service, kindness, love, since done “as in heaven 
so on earth.” , The preparation then for the happiness to be is not 
found in useless living now ; it must be in the service of man whereby 
the individual finds himself as man. Here is where the ordinary 
man may find his comfort, for it is the motive of love that changes 
slavery into service. A man is slaving who is working to suit either 
lis own selfishness or the selfishness of others. A man is doing 
service who is seeking to be useful. When he can demonstrate his 
usefulness he has a sense of saféty and comfort, an assurance of hav- 
ing found his place that lifts him above former cares and fears and 
former disappointments which once made life a problem. 


In his annual report 2 yp Secretary of the Navy Metcalf 
recommends that provision be made for the construction of four bat- 
tleships, four scout cruisers, ten destroyers, four submarines, three 
colliers, one repair ship and two mine-laying ships, the latter to be 
converted from cruisers now on the navy list.
